An Ordinance of the Lords and Commons 
Aſembled in Parliamenr forthe ſpeedy ſending our 


the Auxiliartes,under.the Command of Major Generall Browne. 


2D T is this day Ordaiged by the Lords and Commons in Parliament Adembled, 

> \ Thatthe Committee of the Militia of the City of London , ſhall bave power, and 
Dd. is hereby Auchorized rocommand three Regiments of Auxiliaries, raiſed within 
SIA London, and the Liberties, conſiſting of foure thouſand and two hundred men,or 
= any leſſe number, and ſuch other Forces as they ſhall thinke fit,cicher of Horſe or 
Foot, raiſed, or to becraiſed, under the Command of the ſaid Militia, within the 
Lines of Communication, or Pariſhes wentionedin the weekly Bils of Mortalicy, and Hamblets 
.of the Tower, to March according tothe Diſciplineand order of Warre, under the Condutt and 
Command of Major Generall Browne. And ſuch Collonels; Lieutenant Collonels, Captaines,and 
.orher Officers as the ſaid Committee ſhall appoint, Together with all neceſſary provifions of Armes, 
Ammunition, Ordinance, and other Carriages, intothe Counties of Oxford, Berks and Buckingham, 
to joyne with ſuch other Forces under his Command of Horſeand Foot, already raiſed, orto bee 
raiſed, in the (aid Counties, or elle where, for the Recovery and preſervation of ſuch parts thereof, 
as arenow poſleſled by the Enemy , And upon ſuch other Service as ſhall bee Commanded by the 
{aid Major Generall, with the conſent of the ſaid Committee. 

And itis further Ordained, that the ſaid Committee ſhall have power, and is hereby Authoriſed 
to call backe ſuch Forces as they ſhall command, cw March forth by vercue of this Ordinance,when 
they ſhall think fie, And that all the ſaid Collonels, Lieutenant Collonels, Captaincs, other Ofi- 
cers and Souldiers, and other Perſons under the Command of the ſaid Committee of the Militia, 
whether Maſters, or Servants, ſhall obey the direftions of the ſaid Committee of the Militia, from 
time totime, upon paine of Impriſonment, or expulſion out of the Limits aforeſaid, and ſuch o- 
ther puniſhments asthe ſaid Committee ſhall chinke fie eo impole upon them, by reaſonable Fines, 
or according to the courſe of Warre, And to levy the ſaid Fines by diſtreſſe, and ſale of their Goods, 
and to Imploy the ſame for the Service of the City, as the ſaid Committee ſhall thinke fit: And all 
Sub committees, made, or to bee made, Gonſtables, Headboroughes, Provoſt Marſhals, and other 
Officers, are hereby c<quired to bee aiding and aſliſting from time to time, forthe better furtherin 
and effeting all ſuchrServices as are contained or intended by this Ordinance, according as they half 
bee direted by the ſaid Commictee within the Limits aforclaid, as they will anſwer thecontrary un- 
derthe penalties herein mentioned. A 
 Andit is further Ocdained,thar all ſuch Forces as ſhall be ſent forth by the Committee ofthe Militia 
by vertue of this Ordinance, ſhall bepaid during their continuance abroad, according to the newcſta- 
bliſhment of the Army,under the immetliate Command of his Excellency the Earle of Eſſex: by the 
Committee , or Committees eſtabliſhed, orto be eſtabliſhed in any of che Counties aforeſaid;out of 
ſuch Monies as ſhall bee raiſed by them, in aoy of the ſaid Counties; And likewiſe to make fa. 
tisfaction to the Committee of the Militia, for any Horſe, Armes, Ammunition, Money, or 0- 
ther neceſſaries, which they ſhall provide or disburſ, for the furtherance of this Service: And in 
defe& thereof, all the ſaid Forces, and Proviſions,to be otherwiſe provided, and paid for by the Pars 
liamenr, 

And it is further ordained, that the Sub-Commitrecs appointed, or to bee appointed by the ſaid 
Committee of the Militia, ſhall have power, and are hereby authorized, to cauſeall, or any of the 
clauſes contained in this Ordinance, to bee put in due execution , when, and as often as they (hall 
receive direRtions from the ſaid Committee, |
